Mr. Watson said: 

“The southern situation is critical, not 
only for the farmer, but for every one 
who derives his income, directly or indi- 
rectly, from the southern farm. I con- 
side? the problem confronting us one of 
the greatest we have been called upon to 
face in many a year. The southern mer- 
chants, the southern farmers, the south- 
ern fertilizer dealers, southern profes- 
sional men and bankers and the southern 
newspapers are alike interested with all 
southern laborers in securing a better 
price for cotton. Whether or not that 
can be obtained, depends entirely upon 
whether we can secure organized action 
‘in holding back the present surplus and 
idn reducing the output for another year. 
' That, as 1 understand it, is the question 
which this convention is to grapple with. 
Unless we can do it successfully we are 
lost.

low-price cotton crisis. The cotton 
farmers are showing a unanimous dis- 
position to act in unison, and there 
was never before such reason to be- 
lieve that they have at last reached a 
place where they will stand together 
as one man for their self-interest and 
the materia! interest of the south. 
The great cotton holding movement 
is proving most effective. The farm- 
ers are standing like a stone wall for 
the legitimate value of the fleecy sta- 
rie, and victory is already in sight. 
That result is made doubly sure by 
the certainty that the acreage plant- 
ed to cotton this spring will be a 
comparatively small one—at least 20 
rer cent smaller than the cotton acre- 
age of last spring. Not only are the 
farmers of a majority of the counties 
in every southern state already under 
a binding agreement among them- 
selves to limit cotton planting to this 
extent, but already the sales of com- 
mercial fertilizers are showing a de- 
cided slump. The Georgia state agri- 
cultural department reports that the 
sale of fertilizer tags this month is 
very much less than the sales of the 
corresponding period last year, and 
the same is true of the agricultural 
departments of the other cotton-grow- 
ing states. This tells the story, and 
the reported stagnation of the south- 
crn horse and mule market, usually 
so active at this season of year, 
confirms it. The farmers are buying 
very sparingly of fertilizer and plow 
stock. In very many cases they will 
not plant for half the cotton crop they 
planted for last year. It should be 


a conservative estimate to say that 


‘the cotton acreage is to be reduced 
25 per cent—probably one-third. 

Let this be done and the cotton 
‘growers will whip their fight with 
‘ease. Nor will they have to hold 
‘much of the past season’s overplus 
lover for next season’s stimulated 
‘market. When the bear conspiracy 
ifinds that it cannot get cheap cotton 
‘tor d@livery, there will be a restora- 
tion of normal values, and the reac- 
‘tion is already in sight. Ten cents is 
the minimum basis of honest cotton 
‘value, fairly applying the law of sup- 
ply and demand to present conditions, 
and anything less than that is a specu- 
lative gambler’s “take-off.”

Contempt of Court.

That court was not in session, 
indeed Judge Swayne was not in 
Fiorida a: the time; but wecause the 
man assaulted happenea to hold a 
bankruptcy office by his appointment, 
Judge Swayne adjudged O'Neal guilty 
of contempt of court and sentenced 
him to jail. 

Here was certainly a gross perver- 
sion of the power to punish for con- 
tempt. Whether Judge Swayne pre- 
tended to find any warrant at aj) for 
his action in the acts of other judges 
we do not know; but it: is notorious 
that certain federal judges, by build- 
ing upon the actions of their fellows, 
have created a doctrine of contempt 
that is most dangerous. 

The power to punish for contempt 
is a necessary one for the courts to 
possess. It is a great power and most 
dangerous if abused. those who 
criticise the acts of judges in cases 
like this one of O’Neal—we doubt if 
any other judge has ever gone to such 
lengths, but some have abused the 
power vested in them—do not ques- 
tuuon the right of a judge to exercise 
that power in every legitimate case. 
here is, however, grave danger in 
misuse of this power; and whatever 
may be the result of the Swayne im- 
peachment insofar ag it affects thai 
judge’s holding his seat upon the fed- 
eral bench, it is to be hoped the ex- 
pose of his actions in this and other 
cases will have the effect of check- 
ing the unlawfu) and unjust use of 
the contempt power for all time.

ON. CALVN M. HITCH, of Brooks 
H county, has resigned the position 

of secretary of the executive de- 
partment which he has held under two 
governors, to become the private sec- 
retary of Senator A. QO. Bacon, and 
Judge A. C. Riley, of Fort Valley, haa 
been appointed by Governor Terrell to 
succeed him. 

The appointment as private secretary 
to Senator Bacon came to Mr. Hitch 
unsought and unasked. Mr. Hitch had 
no idea fhat he was being considered 
in connection with the position unti! he 
read Senator Bacon’s letter tendering 
him the appointment. In this capacity 
Mr. Hitch will succeed Mr. Bussey, 
Cuthbert, who was for a long time 
With Senator Bacon in Washington. 
Mr. Hitch will remove his family back 
to Quitman, Brooks county, his old home, 
and will himself be in Washington prac- 
tically only during the winter months, 
or when congress is in session. 

Mr. Hitch has been secretary of the 
executive department for more than six 
years.
